An Interesting Feature of Uncle 
Sam’s Financial Methods. 


What Is Dene With the Great Amount of 
Currency That ¥inds its Way Iuto 
the Sub-Treasuries—A Bad Piace 
for Counterfeits. .

The United States is not only very rich, 
but it is exceedingly particular about the con- 
dition and appearance of its paper money, 
and whenever one of its bills comes back 


_ into the hands of its agentsina mutilated 


condition it is seized upen at once. and a 
bran-new bill is substituted in its place. 
This method on the Government’s part, says 
the New York Commercial Advertiser, is the 
cause of an interesting state of affairs at 
the sub-Treasury in Wall street, where 
more cashis stored and where the daily re- 
ceipts and disbursements are larger than in 
any other one building in the world. 
Mutilated currency reaches the sub-Treas- 
ury in the form of deposits, mixed with new 
notes and occasionally even with counter- 
feits. As the deposits are counted the clerk 
assorte the bills. Those that are good and 
fit for circulation aré placed by themselves 
ahd the mutilated pieces are culled out and 
condemned.

sent the ragged and filthy appearance of 
some of the lesser denominations. it is 
estimated that nearly $3,000,000 per month, 
or $36,000,000 per year, of mutilated cur- 
rency passes through the sub-Treasury and 
is sent on to Washington for final destruc- 
tion. New bills are substituted for the oid 
ones so withdrawn from circulation, so 
there is no loss to any person. 

The rule at the sub-Treasury is that any 
United States or National bank bill will be 
redeemed on presentation, no matter how 
badly mutilated, provided not more than 
one-tenth of the bill is missing. Beyond 
that proportion the bill can be sent to the 
Treasury Department at Washington, where 
it is redeemed in proportion to the amount 
remgining down to fifty per cent. of the face 
of the note. If the loss is over half of the 
note it will not be redeemed, unless the 
owner can prove that the missing part has 
been totally destroyed, in which case the 
full value of the original bill may be re- 
covered. 

The clerks in the receiving department, 
besides culling out the muitlated bills that 
come into the Treasury, are on the constant 
lookout for counterfeits, 
the most expert judges of money, selected 
beoause of their experience and quickness 
in that respect, itis a very difficult anda 
most unusual thing fur a bill that ic not 
genuine to pass their trained eyes without 
detection. Moreover, if the clerk by any 
possibility allows a counterfeit to pass him 
and be received, heis held personally re- 
sponsible and is obliged to make good the 
consequent loss out of his own pocket, for 
the Government has no profit and loss ac- 
count. Its cash must balance every night 
in good and lawful money. 

sult so quick are the several clerks in de- 
tecting spurious paper that, though they 
are counting bills at the rate of 100 a min- 
ute, the momentary glance at the bill as it 
passes under their eye is sufficient for them 
to select the good from the bad. Onan av- 
erage between 200 and 300 counterfeit bills 
a month are brought intothe sub-Treasury. 
Most frequently they come as part of de- 
posits, and from the banks, while very often 
men come along and make inquiry about 
doubtful bills. The invariable rule on dis- 
covering a bill to be counterfeit is to stamp 
it with a stéel die that cuts the word “ coun- 
terfeit’’ in large capital letters out of the 
bill 


The word is stamped two or three times 
across the face, which so thoroughly muti- 
lates it that it is useless forever after. No 
matter who presents the bill or to whom it 
belongs, the insignia of the fraudulent char- 
acter is cut into it, and its character so 
thoroughly exposed that it can never again 
be circulated. After the bill has been 
stamped it is retured to its owner, and fre- 
quently there enshes an exhibition of anger 
and rage that is comical as well as pitiful, 
as the owner discovers fora. fact that his 
bill is worthless. But what generally hurts 
him most is, that it has been so cut and de- 
stroyed that he is unable to pass it on any 
one else. 

“There are comparatively few counter- 
feits in circulrtion now,’’ said Mr. George 
Marlowe, recently. ‘‘ Most of the prominent 
manufacturers of that kind of money are 
now serving terms in prison, and the rigid 
and persistent pursuit of counterfeiters and 
the severe sentences meted out to them 
when convicted have done much to break 
up the business. The most dangerous re- 
cent counterfet is a five-dollar silver note, 
which seems to have been made in Canada, 
as it is circulated mostly along the Cana- 
dian border. Raised bills are frequently 
brought in; that is, bills of one denomina- 
tion altered 80 as to represent a larger de- 
nomination, but they are generally so crude 
that only the most careless or ignorant per-

- Cmmur J USTICE FULLER at the 
clese of the recent term @f the Su- 
preme Court, said that the cases 
now on the docket of that tribu- 
nal could not be disposed of in less 
than three years. A suitor having 
an important case in that court 
might be ruined before it could be 
heard. The remedy suggested by 
Judge Fuller is the establishment 
of appelate courts, thereby reduc- 
ing the number of causes that 
would find their way to the court 
of the last named resort. That 
was substantially the plan outlined 
by the late Senator Davis and 
since, with some modifications, ad- 
vyocated by Senator Hoar. For 
eight or ten years a bill of some 
form has been before Congress for 
the relief of the presssure on the 
Supreme Court. The plan to in- 
crease the present number of 
Judges of that court has not found 
much faver. At present the 

‘Judges are required to do Circuit 

Court duty, so that while there is 
an apparent vacation of the Su- 
preme Court until next autumn, 
all the Judges are now on their 
way, or will be shortly, to their 
several circuits.

Still in Session. 

New York, May 24.—In the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Churches this morniag a telegram was 
read from the clergy of the Southern 
Assembly, announcing that that body 
had .adopted the majority report in 
favor of a co-operation in the home 
and foreign fields in the evangeliza- 
tion of the colored people and a co-op- 
eration in matters of publication, etc., 
by a vote of 99 to 27. The statement 
was received with applause. The de- 


bate on the third section of the major- 
ity report on co-operation in the evan- 
gelization of the colored people was 
continued. The report is the same as 
that adopted by the Southern Assem- 
bly. The Rev. Stryker of Chicago 
moved to strike out the part of the re- 
port which reads: ‘‘ While consider- 
ing the existing situation, it (the 
Northern Assembly) approves the 
policy of separate churches, Presby- 
teries and Synods, subject to the 
choice of the colored people them- 
selves.’’ Carried by 400 to50. With 
this exception, the paper as a whole 
was adopted and the paper on co-oper- 
ation was also approved of. The next 
thing was to adopt the majorit report 
as a whole as amended. This was 
done, only a few noes being heard. A 
motion was then made to telegraph 
the Southern Assembly, which has 
been done. The Rev. Geo. Curvis of 
Pittsburg moved that when the clerk 
telegraphs that the clause is stricken 
out, that he also adds the reasons why 
it was done, not to prejudice the future 
action nor outline the future policy of 
the church, but simply because this 
assembly did not believe it stated the 
bistorical facts of the case. Carried 
202 to 197. 


Meat Shipping Project.

Dr. Cronin’s Papers. 
Curca@o, May 24.—A morning paper 
publishes what professes to be the 
papers left by Dr. Cronin. The fol- 
lowing are some extracts : 

June 13th, 1888—‘‘John Devoy; in 
the convention of the U. B., made four 
charges with specifications ayuinst 
Alexander Sullivan, Michael Boland 
and Dennis C. Feehy. The charges 
were: First—A violation of their 
oaths of membership and offices. 
Second—The misappropriation of the 
funds of the U. B. Third—A betrayal 
of a trust and of the interests’ of the 
U. B. Fourth—Malfeasance in office. 


At the Clan Na Gael Convention in 
Chicago, in August, 1881, the above 
named were elected members of the 
executive body, and by that yong the 
members of the Revolutionary Direc 
tory. 

It is charged that the three men 
named deceived and misled their com- 
rades on the Revolutionary Directory 
who represented that the I. R. B. of 
that body, and through them deceived 
and misled the Supreme Council of the 
1. R. B., with whom they were sworn 
to act in union and to assist in the rev- 
olutionary work, and that by such de- 
ceit and misleading created misunder- 
standings and distrust between the 
two allied governing bodies of the 
Irish revolutionary movement. ‘They 
levied on the executive body of the U, 
B. inthe name of the Re volutionary 
Directory, during the vears 1881, 1882, 
1883 and 1884, sums of money amount: 
ing in the aggregate to $128,000; re- 
ceived and expended the same, or or- 
dered it expended, without the knowl- 
edge or consent of their colleagues of 
the Revolutionary Directory. It is al- 
leged that they, together with O’Far- 
rell of Leadville, subsequently audited 
their accounts. At a meeting of a 
cominittee appointed to try . these 
charges on August 20, 1888, in Buffalo, 


committee. Sullivan objected to 
Cronin’s presence, as an enemy who 
was always trying toinjure him. The 
cominittee consisted of six. Four of 
these were friends of Sullivan and his 
colleagues, but McCahey and Cronin 
made a minority report sustaining the 
charges.

Last evening’s Virginia Chronicle 
says: 

Last night Henry Faull, an employe 
of the Electric Light and Motor Com- 
pany narrowly escaped death from an 
electric shock in the dynamo chamber 
on the Sutro tunnel level of the Chollar 
incline where the auxiliary power for 
operating the Nevada mill is generated. 
The victim was unwinding the slack of 
an insulated wire hung over a nail at- 
tached to an incandescent light and 
was almost instantly knocked uncon- 
scious by a shock, and remained in 
that condition for fifteen minutes. 
His fellow employes heard Faull ex- 
claim faintly ‘‘I’m gone,” and saw 
him prostrate on the floor of the cham- 
ber. A danger signal .was immedi- 
ately rung and a cage was sent down 
with men on the deck to ascertain 
what was wrong. 

The fellow employes of Faull failed 
to detect the slightest pulsation of his 
heart and the face pressed against his 
mouth felt no fanning breath, Ice 
water was precipitated on his person, 
but failed to revive the apparently ex- 
tinguished vital spark and he was 
about to be given up for dead when J. 
Connelly, on whose arm the stricken 
man was reclining, gently tapped his 
body in the region of the heart when 
the patient disclosed signs of life. 

After regaining consciousness he 
was taken to the surface and Dr. Har- 
ris summoned, who found the palm of 
the right hand, in which the patient 
grasped the wire, severely scorched by 
the electric fire and emitting a strong 
odor of burning flesh.

_ How They Are Supposed to Care for Life 


and Property —Something Like a Ship’c 
Captain, They Must Conscien- 
tiously Attend to Details. 


There are conductors and conductors of 
railroad trains. There is the man of kindly 


countenance and polite, attentive manner, 


who has always time to listen and reply to 
the queries of those he is responsible for; 
and there is the surly conductor who affects 
the bluff, brusque manner of an old seadog 
on his quarter deck, asserting a dignity 
which is grudgingly recognized, and either 
disregarding inquiries altogether or reply- 
ing so curtly that the inquirer would be 
hardy indeed who would insist upon a 
courteous answer. To the uninitiated, says 
the New York Graphic, he seems merely an 
appendage of railway travel clothed in a 
more or less trilliant uniform, and with 
power more or less mistily defined. His 
chief function, as far as the passenger 
knows, is to punch and collect tickets, jerk 
the bell-repe at intervals, and put uranthor- 
ized deadheads off the train, with the brake- 
man’s assistarce. In fact, the ever-alert 
brakeman, jumpipg briskly to his crank, 
and politely assisting passengers to alight, 
and get aboard, seems a much more useful 
fellow. 

Nevertheless the conductor is to the rail- 


way train just what the captain on his- 


quarter-deck is to the ship and its company. 
He is responsible for the train, its passen- 
gers and every detail of its run from the 
time he takes charge until he turns it over 
to his successor at the beginning of the 
next division. The ticket-taking is as 
small and unimportant a part of his func- 
tions as is the presiding at the cabin dinner 
of the master of a Cunarder. The latter 
has to work out the details of navigation, 
but the conductor has a multiplicity of de- 
tail in the matter of reports to be made to 
his division superintendent and company 


that require much more patience even if it ° 


makes lest draft on other mental qualities. 

To begin with, the conductor has nothing 
to do with selecting his subordinates on the 
train heisto run. He is responsible for 
them, but they are detailed to report to 
him, and the only control he has over them 
at that stage is to see that they arein prop- 
er condition of sobriety and uniform. Next, 
he has to overlook the cars of his train, in- 
specting every brake, axle, journal, bearing 
and wheel, as well as the cleanliness of the 
interior of his cars. The passengers don’t 
often see him exercise the authority, but 
the conductor nevertheless has full charge 
of the starting, stopping and speed of his 
train, and every member of the crew from 
engineer down is subject to his orders. 
His first officer is the engineer, whom he 
may consult at critical junctures, providing 
the man at the lever is willing to share re- 
responsibility. But the engineer must obey 
in any case. If the engineer should appear 
unfit for duty before the run the conductor 
would demand a substitute for him. If the 
unfitness appears after the start he not 
only has the power but it is his duty to take 
him out of the box and put the fireman in 
charge, providing he considers the latter 
competent, and put oneof his brakemen 
in to fire. If this can not be done he has to 
lay up his train at the first station and tele- 
graph to headquarters for instructions. 

It will thus be seen that the conductor’s 
responsibilities are numerous and various. 
He is responsible for engineer, fireman, 
bag@age-master and brakeman. He sees 
that the train runs on time, and must ac- 
count for delays, no matter what the cause, 
unless the fault be clearly the engineer’s, 
in which case the latter is answerable. The 
laws of the various States are different in 
the regulation of railways. For instance, in 
Massachusetts it is not permitted to make 
up time between stations, and a loss of ten 
minutes in a hundred-mile run would lead 
to a strict inquiry by the division superin- 
tendent. Injcase of accident the conductor 
must first telegraph the ascertainable par- 
ticulars from the nearest telegraph station, 
They all carry an accident blank, on which 
must be given full details. This contains a 
full account of the circumstances and state- 
ment of the precautions taken and the ef- 
forts made to prevent the misfortune. He 
must make diligent inquiry of all who may 
be injured, even in the slightest degree, and 
make a record of their complaints, if any. 
If the accident is serious he must call the 
engineer, fireman and other responsible 
persons to inspect the various portions of 
the train so as to be able to give intelligent 
statements of things as they are. .He must 
thus be able with reasonable accuracy to 
tell the cause of the accident; whether the 
fault was with the locomotive or other ma- 
chinery of the train, or lay with the road- 
bed or bridges, or was due to outside 
agency. 

In case of accident great responsibility 
rests on the conductor to insure the safety 
of other trains. He must promptly flag the 


traca, front and rear, at sufficient distance: 


to insure against another train running into 
disaster. Then he must get his crew to- 
gether and put them to work on the wreck. 
It is a brief muster if life has, been lost or 
passengers injured and in danger. Every 
effort must then be directed to the recovery 
of the dead, relief of the wounded and re- 
lease of the imperiled. The uninjired pas- 
séngers are generally prompt to volunteer

Old Phrase Which Has Outlived Its 
Days of Usefulness.

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ABSINTHE TOPERS. 


A Deadly Habit Which Is Finding Many 
Devotees in This Country. 

I regret to see the number of victims to 
the absinthe habit increasing, as in fact are 
the victims to every form of stimulent, 
writes a physician in the St. Louis Globde- 
Democrat. The young men are cultivating 
absinthe, and when the present generation 
reaches middle age, the absinthe tippler 
will be one of the frequent guests at our 
hospitals, which are now full of drunkards 
and narcotic takers. Lam now treating a 
man who has reached the last stage. The 
effects are fearful. It is a drink that serves 
as a powerful stimulent at first, but is the 
most injurious in the end because of its 
strength. It is easy to drink absinthe to ex- 
cess because it requires such a small quan- 
tity to do the work. The intoxication it 
causes is exhilarating and pleasant, but 
after itis drank to excess the digestive 
orgaus are destroyed and the appetite 
ruined. With the effects worn off, comes a 


ling in the ears, mental depression and 
finally hallucination and loss of brain power. 
The symptoms of an excessive drinker 
breaking down are muscular quiverings, 


sallow complexion. Paralysis finally sends 
him to the grave. The drink will hasten a 
man’s ruin faster than all the other drinks of 
the modern drunkard. Absinthe was intro- 
duced to civilization by the French soldiers 
of Algiers after the Algerian war in 1844. 
It is a product of North Africa, and the sol- 
dieérs mixed it with their wine as a febri- 
fuge. They took the habit to France, and 
now its manufacture is one of the largest 
liquor trades in Europe. What France does 
not consume finds its way to America. It 
is chiefly made at Neufchatel, Switzerland, 
which averages 2,000,000 gallons yearly. It 
is a pretty liquid and nice to taste, but you 
would not think to to see it that is made by 
mashing the leaves and flowering tops of 
four species of wormwood with sweet flag, 
and angelica root, and star anise fruit, and 
macerating them in alcohol. The compound 
is distilled after eight days soaking, and 
aise oil is added to give it taste. Of course 
imitations are made of essential oils and 
barks with blue vitrol; but the genuine is 
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taken in two days from Portland at an ex-
